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SIXTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OP THE 

LOAN FUND BOARD OF IRELAND. 


The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this their Sixty-second Annual Report for 
presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendix 1 and in Appendix 2 have been compiled from 
Abstracts furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1900, in connection with 75 
Societies. 

The Capital, on 31st December, 1899, of the above 75 Societies which have furnished 
Abstracts to the Board in 1900, was £124,958, and the circulation of this Capital in 
1899 amounted to £234,891. 

During the year 1899 the Board found it necessary to order the dissolution of Loan 
Funds at Kiltegan, Carndonagh, Trillick, and Fintona. 

In their Report for 1898 (C. 9261) the Board set forth reasons which explain 
the lessened activity in recent years of Loan Funds certified under 6 and 7 Vic., 
CL 91. 

These reasons still continue to operate. They are mainly connected with the grave 
and long-continued delay in effecting legislation — the necessity for which was 
explained in the Report (No. 259) which was submitted to Parliament in 1855 by a 
■Select Committee appointed to inquire into the Laws affecting Loan Fund Societies 
in Ireland. 

In Reports presented to Parliament since 1855 the Board have repeatedly called 
attention to the need for Loan Fund legislation. 

They refer particularly to their Report for 1896 (C. 8725), especially as therein thej 
reported that a Special Committee of Inquiry which was appointed by them in 1896 to 
inquire concerning Loan Funds working under 6 and 7 Vic., C. 91, had come to the 
conclusion that the existing Statutory powers of the Board are not sufficient to enable 
them to control effectively the operations of Societies holding certificates under that 
Statute. 

The lapse of years since 1896 has greatly increased the necessity for legislation 
concerning Loan Funds in Ireland;

In their Annual Report presented in 1899 the Board expressed satisfaction that a 
Bill to amend the Charitable. Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1843, had been introduced 
by the Attorney-General for Ireland and Mr. Gerald Balfour, and that the Bill was 
then before Parliament. 

It did not become law, and it ha3 been re-introduced, with some modifications, in the 
House of Commons this year. 

The income of the Board for 1899 was £499, as against £495 in 1898. 

During 1899 the expenditure of the Board exceeded its income by £409, which 
necessitated the sale of £500 Dublin Corporation Stock, portion of its invested reserve 

In conclusion the Board feel that they ought to state that their work has been 
rendered very difficult by the fact that a large number of existing vacancies on the 
Board have remained unfilled, some of them for a very long time, in consequence of 
which if is with great difficulty, at times, that a quorum can be obtained at the stated 
meetings.
